benefit my health, I set out from 
my home on April 19, 1920. I 
reached New York four months 
later and managed to get a pass- 
age across the Atlantic, reaching 
Southampton in September.

lives in a tree high above the other 
natives, in a'shaky little hut. made 
from bamboo. From this perilous 
perch uncomfortable "Juliet" looks 
down on,her comfortable relatives 
iand friends with envy.

I will serenade her in her "balcony.' 
The bamboo tree-top home is 


Just large enough for ."her to eat 
and .sleep' in, and when there Is a 
storm it sways and bends, some-

she sleeps.. However, "it's all in a 
lifetime" with the'New Guinea girl, 
and she looks down at the roomy 
huts of those below her and hopes. 


When she becomes a wife she 


moves into a home about twenty- 
five to thirty feet long, fifteen to 
twenty feet wide, and eight to ten 
feet high. The roof of the house 
is made of bamboo thatched with 
the leaves of pandanus 'trees, or of 
cocoanut or arica palms and sup- 
ported on a central rot of posts. 
The sides are low'and made of the 
same material. ' 
. The. average New Guinea hilt Is 
decorated with the lower jaws of 
pigs, the skeletons of fishes and the 
dried skins of the flying fox. These 
the New. Guinea unmarried woman 
admires deeply from her home in 
the tree-tops, for to. her the ugly 
decorations are very beautiful. The 
more pigs' jaws and skeletons 
adorn a house the more favor the 
family finds in the eyes oil the other 
natives. 


The men of the tribes have many 
wives, who slave for them.

Penned ia the depths of a mine by a fire 


which; burned hundreds of feet over their heads, 
esiausted the 0x3 gen, 
and prevented the en- 


trance of any fresh air forty-three men, in the 
full knowledge of their predicament, waited the 
sound of approaching rescuers.

of oil were destroyed by fire in the United 
States.

NARCOTIC LAWS INEFFECTIVE? 


AD end to confusion regarding the enforce- 


ment of the Harrison Narcotic law and op- 
portunity for proving or disproving charges 
which have been made against certain small 
groups of medical men and pharmacists is 
promised in a House resolution demanding 
Congressional investigation. 


This resolution, known as 2i58. KT* the en- 


dorsement of the American Medical A^socia- 
tion and "The Druggists' Circular." 
It de- 


clares there are upwards of two million nar- 
cotic addicts in xthe Tinted States and that the 
situation has cre.'iUd'a menace to the physical 
and moral welfare of the nation. 
That this 


situation has been ''further aggravated by the 
administration of existing laws," and there is 
"an organized conspiracy on the part of cer- 
tain administrators aud physicians to drive 
narcotic addicts into established sanitaria pur- 
porting to treat and cure narcotic addiction." 
are declarations demanding attention. 
New 


addicts are heincr created br the very laws 
intended to curb flip use of narcotics, accord- 
ing to this resolution. 


The medical association and 'the pharma- 


cists were quick to <n've their support to the 
resolution which conclude wHh the proposal 
that a committee of Congressmen inquire into 
all phases of the subject. They declare that, 
in their opinion much of the present evil is 
the result of ill-advised administration of the 
law. 


The charges in the House resolution and iu 


the endorsing resolution of the American 
Medical Association fire sufficiently grave to 
warrant prompt inquiry.
